The  Senior  Class  of  1931  selected  for  their  class  play  "Daddy  Long  Legs"  by 
Jean  Webster. 

After  the  tryouts,  judged  by  several  members  of  the  faculty,  the  parts  were  given 
out  as  shown  on  the  opposite  page,  and  then  Miss  Mable  Peterson  started  work  with  a 
"bang".  Every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  saw  members  of  the  cast  rushing  out  of  French 
or  Latin  down  to  the  "play"  stage  we  have  in  our  dramatic  department.  The  en- 
thusiasm was  very  evident,  and  in  spite  of  crew,  Orphean  Concert,  and  Glee  Club, 
Miss  Peterson  continued  rehearsals  with  her  usual  vigor  and  energy. 

There  were  several  rehearsals  down  at  the  Auburndale  Club  House  where, 
the  fires  being  out,  the  cast  shivered  and  went  around  wrapped  in  coats  and  blankets — 
but  all  the  time  with  a  smile  and  the  spirit  of  good  fun.  One  or  two  rehearsals  bor- 
dered on  the  "ridiculous",  but  Miss  Peterson  in  her  quiet,  understanding  way  over- 
looked these,  as  she  knew  that  after  it  was  all  over  she  would  get  the  thing  she  wanted — 
the  "sublime"  which  meant  cooperation  and  interest. 

With  such  an  able  director  and  so  fine  a  spirit  shown  by  the  cast,  it  was  not  sur- 
prising that  on  May  8,  1931  when  the  Senior  Play — "Daddy  Long  Legs" — was  pre- 
sented at  the  Auburndale  Clubhouse,  the  audience  became  enthusiastic  and  absorbed 
in  the  play. 

"Daddy  Long  Legs"  is  a  comedy  in  four  acts.  The  story  is  of  Judy,  an  orphan  in 
the  John  Grier  Home,  who  mothers  the  little  children  and  keeps  them  happy.  She  is 
quick  to  defend  them  against  Mrs.  Lippett,  who  is  a  bad-tempered  woman  and  matron 
of  the  John  Grier  Home.  Unjustly  accused  by  Mrs.  Lippett  and  the  trustees,  Judy  tells 
them  what  she  thinks  of  the  home,  which  is  an  unforgivable  sin;  however,  Jervis 
Pendleton,  one  of  the  younger  trustees,  influenced  by  Miss  Pritchard  who  is  Judy's 
friend  and  advisor,  admires  her  spirit  and  decides  to  send  her  to  college.  Under  pre- 
tence of  seeing  his  niece,  Jervis — the  mysterious  Daddy  Long  Legs — is  able  to  watch 
Judy's  progress,  and  finally  falls  in  love  with  her.  There  are  many  complications  that 
seem  to  keep  them  apart  but  at  the  end  Jervis  reveals  to  Judy  his  real  identity  and 
finds  that  she  has  loved  him  from  the  beginning. 

Special  commendation  should  be  accorded  to  Aline  Paull  whose  remarkable 
portrayal  of  the  role  of  Jervis  Pendleton  was  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  play.

And  last 
but  not  least  we  catch  a  glimpse  of  Marge  Middleton  who  succeeded  in  replacing 
Harold  Lloyd  after  his  death. 

As  we  wander  to  the  next  group,  we  have  memories  of  a  little  girl  whose  only 
ambition  was  to  fly  the  world  over.  It  is  none  other  than  Ruth  Galusha,  who,  ten  years 
ago,  made  the  first  round-the-world  flight  ever  made  by  a  woman.  Dottie  Peabody 
was  happily  married  at  the  age  of  twenty-three.  We  have  rumors  that  on  each  birthday 
she  received  a  Parker  fountain  pen  from  her  husband.  Next  to  her  stands  her  old  room- 
mate Rookie  Libby.  After  many  years  of  restless  traveling  on  blue  waters  in  her 
favorite  yacht,  she  settled  down  with  her  sailor  husband  in  a  little  cottage  by  the  sea. 

Of  late  years,  as  we  all  know,  women's  orchestras  have  been  in  vogue.  After  grad- 
uation, a  number  of  our  class  set  out  to  make  up  an  orchestra  that  would  be  famous 
the  world  over.  Connie  Witham,  its  leader,  spent  her  time  tinkling  the  keys  of  the  finest 
piano  ever  made.

Irene  Ginzberg  and  Ethel  Shutzer  spent  prosperous  lives  in  Auburndale,  running 
a  "cheaper  and  faster"  taxi  service  for  the  special  benefit  of  Lasell  students. 

I  suppose  some  of  you  are  still  wondering  who  won  the  1931  banner.  Our  con- 
gratulations should  have  been  sent  to  Blair  Whittier,  if  Lasell  had  only  been  a  boy's 
school,  but  instead  her  little  friend  Mildred  Bell  beat  her  to  it.  Frances  Long  also 
married  happily.  For  the  benefit  of  her  friends,  she  started  a  new  column  in  the  East 
Orange  Transcript.  It  was  called  "The  Meditations  of  a  Married  Woman". 

Several  of  our  class  were  fortunate  enough  to  travel.  Dorothy  Brown,  after  her 
marriage  to  a  wealthy  French  Marquis,  spent  much  of  her  time  at  operas  in  European 
countries.  Miriam  Abbe  spent  her  later  years  importing  French  models  to  America. 
On  many  of  her  trips  she  had  a  short  visit  at  Mary  Morgan's  chateau  on  the  Seine. 
Mary  so  we  hear,  had  a  rare  collection  of  souvenirs  from  Russia,  Siberia,  and  China, 
countries  in  which  she  spent  much  of  her  time  traveling. 

And  now  we  see  one  of  New  York's  most  prominent  society  women.  It  is  Eunice 
Stack — who  played  so  well  the  part  of  Mrs.  Pendleton,  the  aristocratic  society  woman 
in  "Daddy  Long  Legs". 

The  next  group  is  composed  of  several  of  our  classmates  who  studied  that  ever- 
popular  subject,  beauty-culture.  The  first  one  to  greet  our  eyes  is  Ruth  Rohe.  After 
many  years  of  practice  in  the  fine  art  of  using  cosmetics,  she  opened  a  beauty  parlor. 
As  her  assistants,  we  find  standing  by  her,  first,  Jane  Hupman,  whose  adeptness  in  the 
manicure  line  gave  her  a  place  at  the  head  of  that  department.  Our  old  friend,  Agatha 
Canfield  had  charge  of  the  Facial  Department,  which  guaranteed  "that  skin  you  love 
to  touch".  Beside  her  is  Virginia  Hinshaw,  New  York's  most  expert  hair-dresser. 
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Remember  Ruth  Tilley?  She,  with  Dotha  Warner,  her  right-hand  man  devoted 
their  hves  to  a  wortliy  cause.  They  were  in  charge  of  a  reform  school  for  wayward 
girls.  With  them  was  Frances  Wheeler.  After  playing  the  part  of  Aunt  Valentine  in 
"Seventh  Heaven",  we  can  all  imagine  what  a  splendid  influence  she  would  have  in 
such  a  place. 

In  1935  Harriet  Cole  and  Alice  Penny  opened  "The  Gliding  Slipper"  a  dancing 
school  for  young  women.  Harriet  taught  many  how  to  "tap  the  light  fantastic",  while 
Penny  took  charge  of  individual  Apache  dances. 

Here,  as  our  eyes  rove  over  these  familiar  faces,  we  see  a  group  of  girls  who  re- 
mained faithful  to  Lasell  in  a  material  way  long  after  their  graduation  from  its  sacred 
halls.  To  show  this  loyalty,  they  returned,  this  time  as  instructors.  Ruth  Bee  became  a 
riding  mistress,  the  most  successful  the  institution  ever  had,  while  Elizabeth  Bear 
came  back  to  introduce  "Religious  Culture  of  Feminine  Youth".  Betty  Daun  con- 
tinued her  music  and  returned  as  a  master  of  Solfeggio,  and  Virginia  Riley's  journal- 
istic attainments  brought  her  fame  as  an  instructor  in  composition.  In  this  course,  she 
upset  one  of  the  traditions  of  the  school,  in  that  no  outside  work  was  permissible.  In 
her  later  years,  Lenna  Lyon  came  back  to  conduct  summer  trips  abroad  for  the  Lasell 
students. 

Dottie  Wickham  made  good  use  of  her  business  course  by  going  into  the  advertis- 
ing business.  At  the  age  of  thirty-five  she  owned  the  largest  advertising  business  in 
Middletown,  and  as  her  business  manager  she  engaged  Pearl  Thompson  to  keep  the 
office  moving. 

For  several  years  the  Metropolitan  Theatre  in  Boston  had  some  new  entertainers 
in  its  lobby.  At  the  twin  pianos  sat  our  classmates,  Lorraine  Lombard  and  Ruth 
Winslow,  while  sitting  on  top  of  the  two  pianos  in  stunning  costume,  was  no  one  but 
Lucienne  Blanchard,  drawing  crowds  to  her  feet  by  the  thrills  in  her  charming  voice 
as  she  accompanied  the  pianos. 

Midge  Tillotson  followed  the  course  prescribed  by  her  nickname,  in  that  she 
joined  a  group  of  midgets  and  toured  the  country  as  miniature  golf  champion. 

Helen  Gorham,  Mary  Hacker,  and  Mary  Hunter  made  a  fortune  by  putting  on 
exhibition  a  house  fitted  out  in  an  ultra-modern  fashion.  It  was  copied  by  many  of  the 
leading  architects. 

In  a  frantic  desire  to  attain  her  share  of  fun  before  marriage,  domestic  Dot  Curtis 
took  a  trip  to  Europe.  There  in  Italy,  she  found  Alma  Gale  on  an  Italian  stage, 
warbling  high  notes  with  all  the  ease  she  had  acquired  as  an  alto  in  Mr.  Dunham's 
Musical  Chorus. 

Among  our  prominent  friends  we  find  a  multi-millionaire.  At  the  age  of  thirty-two 
Mary  O'Connell  inherited  six  million  dollars.  After  donating  a  pretty  sum  of  it  to  the 
Lasell  Endowment  Fund  to  save  future  Senior  Classes  from  worry,  she  bought  a 
beautiful  mansion  on  Long  Island,  where  she  lived  content  to  be  waited  on  by  her  ten 
Chinese  servants. 

Soon  after  her  graduation  from  Lasell,  Dorothy  Glasser  opened  an  exclusive 
shoppe  on  Fifth  Avenue.  Here  she,  with  her  assistants,  Fran  Kearby  and  Betty  Dean, 
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showed  New  York's  elite  the  clothes  of  each  season,  and  the  proper  way  in  which  to 
wear  them. 

Ethel  Baker  and  Helen  Johnston  started  a  new  sales  agency  for  the  Chrysler  car 
in  Newton.  Most  of  their  business  was  done  through  the  Lasell  students,  for  whose  cars 
a  special  drive  has  been  made  in  later  years. 

Among  the  members  of  that  famous  class  of '31  we  had  some  girls  whose  ambition 
brought  them  to  be  classified  as  experts  in  various  lines.  Ruth  Cruickshank  devoted  her 
time  to  the  dicffmlt  task  of  figuring  income  taxes  for  wealthy  men.  After  finishing  her 
course  here,  Mary  Marble  took  several  excellent  law  courses  and  has  since  become 
one  of  America's  most  famous  women  lawyers.  Her  roommate,  Barbara  Strong, 
worked  her  way  to  a  standing  as  a  foremost  genealogist. 

Helen  Hooper  spent  the  greater  part  of  her  life  in  a  futile  scientific  search  for  a 
medicine  guaranteed  to  bring  back  the  voice. 

Inez  Locke  and  Betty  Gay  became  nurses.  Many  are  the  tales  they  tell  us  about 
the  1 93 1  babies  they  took  care  of  before  they  returned  to  Lasell  to  take  the  places  of 
Miss  Ross  and  Miss  Hayden.
